Visiting  a  cemetery  is  sometimes 
reserved  for  solemn  occasions  but, 
today,  open  space  is  at  a  premium 
in  our  urban  centers  and  Boston's 
garden-style  cemeteries  provide 
irresistible  greenspace  where  resi- 
dents also  go  to  learn,  reflect 
and  enjoy.  , 

The  Boston  Parks  and 
Recreation  Department,  which 
manages  19  historic  and  active 
cemeteries,  invites  residents  to 
visit.  Here  you  will  discover  art- 
fully crafted  monuments  with.a  bit 
of  history  inscribed.  Diverse  plant 
and  bird  life  thrives.  Mature  trees 
and  tended  grass  invite  a  leisurely 
stroll  and  we  think  almost  every 
city  dweller  will  find  the  appeal  in 
these  serenely  beautiful  settings. 

If  you  haven't  visited  one  of 
the  city's  cemeteries  —  especially 
Evergreen  in  Brighton,  Fairview 
in  Hyde  Park  or  Mt.  Hope  in 
Mattapan— please  do.  The  gates 
are  open  daily  from  9  am  'til  dusk. 
Nature  and  history  walks  for 
groups  may  be  arranged  by  call- 
ing the  Boston  Park  Rangers 
at  522-2639.

MOUNT  HOPE

In  1901,  we  are  told  by  an  annual 
report  of  the  cemetery  depart- 
ment, Mt.  Hope  Cemetery  interred 
1,766  bodies.  90,000  plants  were 
raised  in  its  greenhouses  and  43 
workers  tended  to  its  upkeep. 
Today,  it  is  a  considerably  quieter 
place. 

Broad  lawn  areas  which  appear 
unused  are  actually  paupers 
fields— the  unmarked  gravesites 
of  the  city's  indigent.

EVERGREEN 


The  town  of  Brighton  (before  it 
became  part  of  Boston)  purchased 
Evergreen  in  1848  from  the  Aspin- 
wall  family  for  $4,023.  The  town, 
which  had  grown  rich  on  slaughter- 
ing, wanted  a  garden-style  ceme- 
tery like  Cambridge  had  estab- 
lished in  Mt.  Auburn.  Since  public 
parks  were  not  yet  popular,    . 


residents  used  their  new  cemetery 
not  only  for  ks  primary  purpose, 
but  also  for  passive  recreation.

FAIR  VIEW  Fairview  is  the  final  resting  place 

of  James  Monroe  Trotter,  the  US 
Army's  first  black  commissioned 
officer;  General  Carrington,  an- 
Ind ian  fighter  and  author  of  a  noted 
book  on  George  Washington's 
military  strategies;  and  some  of 
¥&&        the  founders  of  Hyde  Park  — 
Hippolitus  Fiske  and  Charles 
Jenny.  Although  the  American 
impressionist  painter  Childe 
Hassam  was  from  Hyde  Park, 
he  is  not  buried  here,  but  another 
accomplished  local  artist,  John 
Joseph  Enneking,  is.
